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Gallano Feted At Testimonial Mason Knocks 

s Rte. 57 Foes 


Council President Paul Fieldstad will begin discus¬ 
sions of his proposed reorganization of all departments 
at Town Hall when Town Council meets Monday night. 

The meeting, scheduled for 8 p.m. at the Public 
Library; marks the first time any councilor has attemp¬ 
ted to kickoff the process of reorganizing departments 
and department heads’ responsibility since the days of 
former Manager James D. Westman. 

Councilors Given Copy 

Fieldstad has given each councilor a copy of his plan 
which the council president calls a modification of 
Westman’s plan. 

Westman proposed four division heads along with his 
own office to guide municipal departments. After 
Westman appointed his top administrators, the Council 
refused to fund the entire reorganization. 

Fieldstad’s plan proposes two administrators to func¬ 
tion directly under the town manager as “righthand 
men.” 

One of the two, the “Operations Officer,” would 
have direct authority over five departments, including 
the Library, Town Maintenance, Fire, Police, and 
Public Works. 

The second, the “Administration Officer,” has under 
its jurisdiction six departments, including the Procur- 
ment Agent, Assessor, Health Agent, Treasurer, Con¬ 
sumer Protection Agent (Weights and Measures), and 
Special Services Agent (Parks and Rec, Planning Board, 
Conservation Commission.) 

The town manager assumes complete responsibility 
for the overall municipal network, under Fieldstad’s 
plan, along with the town clerk’s office and the building 
inspector. 

Also, the plan calls for returning the ambulance ser¬ 
vice to the Police Department. Presently, the ambulance 
is under the auspices of the Fire Department.

The spokesman for the newly formed Route 57 Sup¬ 
port Committee today strongly criticized Feeding Hills 
residents who are now opposing the completion of the 
bypass project. 

Gerald J. Mason, an active member in community af 
fairs for over 30 years, levied several blasts at the 
Feeding Hills group, saying that he “remains astounded 
with the appearance of a small hardcore group o? 
residents who are willing to sacrifice the safety and lives 
of countless individuals who presently use Route 57 and 
the many children who attend school and use 
playgrounds in the area.” 

Growing Each Day 

Mason has organized a September 18 meeting at the 
Public Library for the new support group, which accor- 
ing to Mason, is growing each day. 

Mason began organizing the group several months 
ago and with the summer’s completion. Mason told The 
Advertiser/News that residents are now ready to actively 
support the 4.5 mile bypass, designed to pass through . 
sections of western Agawam in Feeding Hills. 

Says Mason of the anti-Route 57 group, “The 
rhetoric and the verbiage and so-called concern of this 
group is in only one area. They don't want their little 
community disturbed.” 

Mason warned that complacency on the part of the 
majority of residents w ho support the $14 .5 million pro¬ 
ject may jeopardize its completion. 

He observed, “If residents don’t come out and sup¬ 
port this project and the new support committee, then 
they and they alone will be responsible for the project's 
demise. It’s easy to blame elected officials and govern¬ 
ment if something you want doesn’t happen.”

Street and Muriel While of that same area recent I j 
organized a petition drive that obtained the signatures 
of some 200 residents urging the Route 57 task force to 
schedule a public hearing in Agawam. 

The group maintains that many questions about the 
bypass remain unanswered. The group supports a full 
environmental impact study to address how the bypass 
will affect farmland in Agawam. 

The group is also concerned that the bypass may open 
western Agawam to wide scale development. 

Task force chairman Walter DeFillippi refused to 
recognize the petition. Town Council last week refused 
to discuss DeFillippi’s failure to recognize the petition. 

Urges Attendance 

Mason urged residents who are interested in the 
bypass’ completion to attend the September 18 meeting. 
He stated that any resident interested in becoming ac¬ 
tively involved to contact him immediately. 

“Believe me, my neighbors and friends, George will 
not gqt your highway completed nor will Gerry Mason. 
Let’s hear from you now,’’ he stated. 

Route 57 has received unanimous support from Town 
Council on three occasions during the past 15 months 
and has been a top priority for the community for 
several years.

ieldstad today told The Advertiser/News that each 
councilor received his plan in late.July. Comment from 
councilors on the plan has been limited thus far, with 
several councilors commenting that reorganization is 
needed but the direction it must take remains am- 

Says'Fieldstad, “I really don’t believe that the council 
will go along with all parts of the reorganization but we 
all agree that it’s needed at Town Hall.” 

Concise Reorganization 

According to Ficldstad, the controversial tax cutting 
referendum, Proposition 2Vi , may pass on the 
November 4 ballot to increase the necessity of a concise 
reorganization of all municipal departments. 

“If that tax cut proposal wins ( 21 / 2 ), there is no ques¬ 
tion that the council will need to make some serious 
judgements in the next year or two,” Fieldstad remark¬ 
ed. 

When asked for comment on the reorganization. Ac¬ 
ting Town Manager Edward Caba, who was appointed 
to a directorship under the Westman plan, agreed that 
reorganization was necessary but he maintains that the 
plan should emerge from the administration. 

While noting that there exists a “big gap” between 
Westman’s plan and Fieldstad’s, Caba says the new 
town manager should play a key role in any reorganiza¬ 
tion of departments. 

Caba does not favor bringing in an outside consultant 
to study departments, but favors the new manager mak¬ 
ing careful study of each department on his own and, 
with the council’s aid, formulate a concise reorganiza¬ 
tion. 

Fieldstad says the council, regardless of what direc- 
lion in takes for reorganization, must make certain that 
the plan is not punctured by “personality conflicts” as 
occurred under the Westman reorganization. 

Ficldstad says the two chief administrators would not 
be hired from outside of Town Hall, but rather pro¬ 
moted from within the existing departmental structure.

Do your plants need doctoring? Perhaps you should 
contact little MELISSA BROWN of 1069 North West 
Street, Feeding Hills. Last spring the eight year old 
daughter of Joanne and Roger Brown participated in 
the Hampden County Extension Service’s “Sunflower 
Project” by planting the seeds given her by her 2nd 
grade teacher at Robinson School, Miss KATHY 
BRUENINGER. 

Melissa’s green thumbs assisted nature in keeping the 
soil moist and the plant soon shot up. And it continued 
to shoot upward until it surpassed the first floor roof 
and the weight of the blossom bent the stem to near 
breaking point.. Here’s one for the record books: the 
stem measures SV 2 ” around; the heart-shaped leaves 
would make a good-sized placemat at 17 3/4”; the 
sunflower stands 10 feet high with a blossom 17” in 
diameter!

The Agawam Public Library desperately needs some 
volunteers to assist with the immense task of book pro¬ 
cessing and other duties. Arc von looking for something 
worthwhile to do with your spare time? Or, are you 
presently seeking a job, but you lack recent work ex¬ 
perience to include on a work resume? Volunteer work 
at the library would be an excellent experience to include 
on a resume. Further, the Chief Librarian would be 
most happy to provide references for reliable, well 
qualified volunteers. Interested!?? 

If so. the Agawam Public Library is the place to 
come. Few people arc aware of the immense amount of 
“behind-the-scenes” tasks that must be done in the 
library. There is never enough library staff to keep up 
with all pf these duties and to serve the public. 

Library use has increased tremendously since the 
move to our new location. Circulation alone has in¬ 
creased over 30,000 in our first year. Although demands 
on the library and its staff continue to grow, the number 
of staff members has remained virtually the same. 

The library badly needs more volunteers to do such 
jobs as jacketing, labeling, typing, pasting, filing, stam¬ 
ping, mending, slipping, and oilier such very time- 
consuming but essential tasks. Already the library has 
been fortunate enough to obtain many hours of 
volunteer work from Mrs. Barbara Hodges, Mrs.

...Why are so many teachers and other public 
employees so strongly opposed to Proposition 2Zi2 If it 
passes, this ballot question number 2 will reduce proper¬ 
ty and auto excise taxes in the next budget year and will 
limit the growth of tax collection in future years. While 
public employees are taxpayers to be sure, they are on 
balance heavy tax users, because their whole income 
comes from tax monies. Obviously, the more money 
government takes from taxpayers, the more money is 
available for future raises. In Massachusetts we have a 
nearly unique system called “School Committee Fiscal 
Autonomy.” Under this law, whatever budget the 
school committee votes to request, must be authorized 
by the Town Council, City Council, or Town Meeting. 
(Suppose the Pentagon could force any budget it wanted 
through Congress!!!) Proposition 2Zi will repeal fiscal 
autonomy, thus restoring control over the school 
budget. 

Perhaps the public employee opponents of Proposi¬ 
tion 2Zi know there are jobs, projects, programs, and 
expenses that are not really needed....expenses that the 
town, given a free choice, would not approve once fiscal 
autonomy ends and total budgets are limited, rather 
than unlimited as they have been until now. 

Those opposed to Proposition 2Zi should really tell 
the whole story. They seldom do. They almost never 
mention that this plan, has a local referendum option. 
That feature will allow a town’s voters to choose not to 
reduce taxes all the way to 2Zi of the town’s full proper¬ 
ty value, if they want. By ignoring the local option, the 
opponents can talk about huge budget cuts that will 
probably never happen if sharp service cuts follow with 
them. The opponents also pretend that property values 
will forever be frozen at January, 1979 levels. Due to 
our high inflation rate, many towns will be taxing at 2Zi 
ff /o (or less) of inflated value as early as 1982 without 
having to cut revenues any further. By ignoring the ob¬ 
vious trend in property values, the opponents can quote 
startingly large percentage cuts in taxes and issue dire 
warnings about huge cuts in services. 

The opponents of Proposition 2Zi also pretend the 
world will never change. They presume or pretend that 
if the towns lose local tax revenues they will not pressure 
the state legislature to increase local aid. Of course, such 
pressures will be very strong, and increased local aid 
would reduce the need to curtail services. Finally, the 
opponents assume that a tax dollar not collected and 
spent by the government will automatically result in a 
full dollar’s worth of lost services. They ignore the 
potential for doing things smarter, more efficiently, 
cooperatively, or in other new or better managed ways 
that can preserve services even at lower8costs. Arc the 
lights left on or the thermostats set too high? Supplies 
wasted? Too many supervisors? We can all think where 
savings can be made if required. 

If you hear a strong, one-sided denunciation of Pro¬ 
position 2'/ 2 , you are hearing propaganda - not infor¬ 
mative, educational discussion. Think about what you 
are told, by whom, and why.

To The Editor: 

I am writing this letter to clear up some inaccuracies 
contained in the letter written by D..I. Desmond that ap¬ 
peared in your September 4th, 1980 issue. 

First, I am not asking the Council to authorize the 
hiring of a “grantsperson.” The position we are asking 
to establish is that of a community development coor¬ 
dinator. The duties of this position include work in the 
areas of captial improvement programming and plann¬ 
ing and municipal planning assistance and service, as 
well as work in the field of grant administration, coor¬ 
dination and initiation. 

With the creation of this position we had hoped to 
participate successfully in the Community Development 
Block Grant Program sponsored by the U.S. Dept, of 
Housing and Urban Development. Such a program 
would allow revitalization of older neighborhoods and 
direct grants to homeowners for housing 
rehabilitations. This program requires much public par¬ 
ticipation, financial management, homeowners counsel¬ 
ing, and contract bidding and negotiation. The cost of 
the coordinator’s salary related to this program can be 
recouped by the Town as part of the program’s cost 
financed bv H.U.D. 

It should be noted that the Council funded the com¬ 
munity development coordinator position in the 1980-81 
budget. To date, however, the needed two-thirds vote of 
the full Council to amend the Town Ordinance to create 
the position has not been obtained, although a majority 
has voted in favor. 

Communications between the Town Administration 
and our current State Representative arc excellent. 
Representative Connelly stops at the Town Hall weekly 
and keeps us well posted on new state programs. The 
Town has recently applied for funding under the State’s 
new Collector Sewer Grant Program for a sanitary 
sewer project in Feeding Hills as well as for Section 701 
Planning Assistance funds. We have participated in the 
State assisted TOPICS program, the Urban Systems 
Highway aid program, the School Zone Grants pro¬ 
gram, the Governor’s Highway Safety Grant program 
and the Land and Water Conservation Fund for park 
land acquisition. . 

On the Federal level we have participated in the 
E.P.A. Wastewater Grants program receiving several 
grants. We acted on the E.D.A.’s recent program and 
received funds for our new library and recently have ap¬ 
plied for I'unds under H.U.D.’s Small Cities Single Pur¬ 
pose Grant program receiving grants for water im¬ 
provements in North Agawam and sanitary sewers for 
Valentine Terrace. 

The problem we face is that the grants programs are 
becoming more complex and their administration more 
demanding. A comprehensive grant under H.U.D.’s 
Community Development Block Grant Program re¬ 
quires much time with program development, citizen 
participation, grant and contract administration, finan¬ 
cial management and intradepartmental coordination. 
Our existing staff is not sufficient to take on such addi¬ 
tional work loads. 

Mr. Desmond is in error when he states that a grant 
application sat around the Town Hall collecting dust lor 
two years. The problem is that a commit merit made 
when receiving the Land and Water Conservation Funds 
for the Ridgevicw Park was not fulfilled. At that time 
Town Manager Caputo committed the Town to the 
development of a Fair Housing Program and an Equal 
Employment Opportunity Program and due to lack ol 
staff never fulfilled these committments. It is this com¬ 
mitment that is two years old and of which our staff was 
unaware. When the State was reviewing our recent ap¬ 
plication for a collector sewer grant for Phase II ol the 


Feeding Hills sewer program they asked, as part of their 
evaluation, that these programs be submitted. In hope 
that the sewer grant not be delayed, we have requested a 
time extension in meeting these obligations. Work is 
currently underway but progress is slow as our staff is 
not experienced in these matters. It is exactly in pro¬ 
grams such as this that a community development coor¬ 
dinator would be of great benefit as he would have the 
training and experience to efficiently prepare such pro¬ 
grams.

“Why can’t Johnny read?” is a pertinent question be¬ 
ing addressed in school systems throughout the United 
States these days, and Agawam is no exception. But 
Agawam has found a method for aiding poor readers 
which offers much potential. 

According to Superintendent of Schools Louis 
Hebert, this year more than ever before elementary 
reading specialists will be working much more closely in 
cooperation with classroom teachers in time specifically 
set aside for that type of consultation. 

The five specialists at the elementary level have been 
charged with acting as both resource persons available 
tor consultation with classroom teachers as well as in¬ 
dividuals who will work directly with children with 
severe reading problems. 

“Actual instruction of students won’t be much dif¬ 
ferent,” explained Hebert, “but other areas will be set 
up in a much more formal way, especially regarding 
time for consulting with classroom teachers.” 

Each of Agawam’s elementary schools is serviced by 
its own reading specialist, except for a sharing of one 
between the two smaller schools of Danahy and Peirce. 
According to these knowledgeable individuals, most of 
what they’ll be doing this year has been done in previous 
years, but will be formalized now. The biggest dif¬ 
ference in the program for them will be not having the 
same students all year as the nine-week sessions in which 
they service various students are instituted. 

Among these specialists, Mrs. Carol Brennan is 
assigned to Robinson Park School, Mrs. Teresa Board- 
man to Granger, Mrs. Catherine Gaudreau to Phelps, 
Robert Sekor to Clark, and Mrs. Anita Powell to 
Danahy/Peirce. 

Reading Programs Being Established Now 

During these early days of the school year, these 
reading specialists are concentrating on establishing 
their programs. They have been asked to consult with 
classroom teachers and assist them in setting up instruc¬ 
tional groups for reading. They will also be testing 
students who have been referred by classroom teachers 
to determine if remedial instruction is necessary or if 
class activities can be performed to correct deficiencies. 

Remedial groups from grades 2 and 4 will be schedul¬ 
ed for the first nine-week bloc of instruction with 
students from grades 3 and 5 to be slated at the discre¬ 
tion of the specialist. One of the objectives of the 
Agawam School System this year is to implement 
a remedial program in reading and to measure it's effec¬ 
tiveness in bringing low-level readers up to minimum 
standards. Grades 2 and 4 have been targeted for spring 
testing in minimum basic skills. 

The specific time blocs determined for the sessions 
run from October 14 to December 23, from January 5 to 
March 20, and from March 23 to June 5. 

A student in need of remedial help will be identified 
through his/her low score on the Stanford Achievement 
Test or through a teacher’s determining that he/she is 
working two or more years below capacity or grade 
level. 

Students in grades 4 and 5 in need of remedial help 
will be instructed by the reading specialist, not the 
classroom teacher. Students who need assistance in 
grades one through three will receive aid from the 
specialist in addition to developmental reading instruc¬ 
tion provided by the classroom teacher. 

Frequent consultation between the specialists and the 
classroom teachers will help them cooperatively plan 
way to reinforce reading teaching skills, collect 
materials, review tests and interpret results, group by 
levels, and deal with low developmental groups. 

Report card grades will 
be determined in accor¬ 
dance with the philosophy 
of the school, and 
cooperatively with the 
classroom teacher. 

The classroom teacher is 
the primary person 
responsible for implemen- 
ting developmental 
reading instruction. The 
reading specialist takes on 
the one-on-one teaching 
of those students with 
remedial needs. A close 
cooperation between these 
two important people 
should prove to be a com¬ 
bination that can’t fail to 
achieve what we all - 
teachers, parents, and 
students - hope to ac¬ 
complish in upgrading the 
reading skills for

This information will he used to develop a lile by 
destination, from which participants will be matched. 
Once a match has been made, the caller will be con¬ 
tacted and given the names and telephone numbers ol 
those with similar destinations. It will then be their 
responsibility to form the earpool arrangements. 

\n effort will he made to keep the inlormation as 
confidential as possilbe. f or this reason, only the name 
of the person and their phone number will he released. 
The other information will he held for program use on- 
lv.

Brownies, Inexperienced and Green 
Continue Pre-Season Push 


About a year ago at this time. Brownie rooters were 
licking their chops when discussing the upcoming 
gridiron campaign. 

Although the excitement in this football-crazed com¬ 
munity is slowly building towards Agawam’s home 
opener with Cathedral Saturday, September 27, that 
same confidence in their squad will only be renewed 
once the young* and inexperienced Brownies put a few 
scalps on their belt. 

Who can blame the current doubt. Gone from the 
ranks are such names as Rick Leclerc, Abe Yacteen, 
Larry-Roberts, Dan Beaudette, and Joe Pezzimenti. All 
four graduates performed two-way and were key cogs in 
Agawam’s deceptive 6-4 1979 season. 

With a tryout "of some 75 players and a squad of 
about '60, Coach Jack Michalak, with a combined 
record of 13-7 over the past two ^gars, has his biggest 
contingent yet. The Brownies are loaded with youth, 
numbering some 24 sophomores. 

Presently, Michalak, now entering his third year at 
the helm, has little idea of what will transpire during the 
next two months. 

Just three starters are returning (halfback David 
Stuart, linemen Jim Fleming and Glen Geddis). 
Leclerc’s replacement calling the signals, junior Scott 
Negrucci, remains untested but, according to Michalak, 
“he’s a natural athlete who’s improving each day. 

Michalak’s mainstays this season will be his three 
returning veterans. Stuart rushed for some 750 yards in 
the veer offense last season and is expected to rate as a 
premier back in the AA Conference. 

Both. Fleming and Geddis were big surprises a year 
ago and now will anchor the line, with Geddis as a 
defensive end and Fleming protecting Negrucci or open¬ 
ing holes for Stuart. 

Michalak has attempted to stick with his pre-Season , 
strategy and keep players from performing both on of¬ 
fense and defense. His offensive line, vital to the the 
ball-handling veer attack, presently consists of Dean 
Poggi (back after missing most of last season), Scott 


"Smith, Richard Nielson and David Smith. 

Joining Stuart and Negrucci in the backfield arc 
juniors Don Gallerani and Paul Dezcille. Pat Sullivan 
and Jim Egan are vying for the strongend berth and 
junior Doug Guthrie should earn a spot as prime target 
for Negrucci at split end. 

As in the last two seasons under the Michalak ad¬ 
ministration, the Brownies will need to put points on the 
board to win, although don’t expect a passing attack as 
last year when a Leclerc-to-Yacteen bomb could change 
any given Saturday afternoon. 

“I wouldn’t say we won’t be passing,” Michalak 
observed. “Scott has a strong arm and is developing 
every day. Obviously you don’t replace All Western 
Mass, players that easily buH have confidence in our 
ability to move the ball both on the ground and through 
9he air." 

Defensively, an area which gave Michalak and his 
staff ulcers last season, the Brownies are small but quick 
and as described by the head coach, “heavy hitlers.” 

Linemen Mark Moirano, Jim Rackliffe, and 
sophomore Clark Dore will join Geddis on the front 
wall. Alan Brown, says Michalak, will also sec action. 
Michalak hinted that Fleming may also be utilized in the 
trenches which gives one the impression that, at times, 
Agawam will be forced into a two-way situation. 

The new linebackers are Scott Josephson and Dan 
Giordano, both JVers in ’79, but Michalak observes 
that the duo are Captain Crash prototypes and should 
bolster the line once their game experience and con¬ 
fidence builds. 

The secondary has Dcano Trangredi, Timmy Ayre 
and first-year player Mike-Knight looking to swoop 
down on enemy pass catchers. Knight, Michalak noted, 
“is one o! the training camp’s biggest surprises.” 

Michalak gave this overall outlook, “We’re inex¬ 
perienced but that doesn’t mean not good. We’re going 
with a two-platoon system right now and we still have 
sc\ ;al weeks to go before we open up. 1 really don’t 
want to go two-way with players but I can’t say what 
will happen. 


Because of the scheduling, which Michalak reveals 
may be in Agawam’s best interest since it provides for 
more preparatory time with the young and green, the 
Browmies will play 9 games in ’80, 

The Brownies have one controlled scrimmage under 
their belts with Greeenfield and will take ‘the field 
against Minnechaug on Saturday in another exhibition 
tilt. Game time is 10am.

As i delicately controlled my 16 foot Starcraft so that 
the eight to nine foot waves would not end up in our 
laps, running through my mind was the lyric “rub-a- 
dub-dub, four men in a tub,” and I had to chuckle out 
loud. “W'hat’s so funny,” came the question from one 
of the occupants of the boat? I just ignored the question 
and admired the waves as they came at us almost broad 
side. 

Mark and Lance Porier, Feeding Hills, and Jeff Dan¬ 
ner, East Longmeadow, were my companions for our 
fall trip to Lake Ontario in quest of the large chinook, 
coho and stealhead species of fish. 

1 had made arrangements to stay at Flo and Tiny But¬ 
ton’s camp in Pineville, New York. It is located a short 
drive from Pulaski, New York, and the accomodations 
were excellent. 

We had' received information from the Salmon 
Associaiton of Pulaski and decided because of that info 
to make the trip the first week of September. What a 
mistake!! 

They reported the action that had taken place the 
week before on a Friday. We left the following Thurs¬ 
day, we needed the info on fish activity for that week. 
Things had changed radically. The Thermocline had 
traveled to within the 35 foot depth, and the fishermen 
were taking salmon and brown trout up to 14 pounds on 
Friday. Monday a south wind came in and the ther¬ 
mocline retreated out to 50 feet, and by Thursday it had 
gone even deeper. 

Thursday afternoon we caught a lot of bass and perch 
at forty to fifty feet of water. No salmon. That evening 
while loading the boat on the trailer, several boats were 
anchored in the estuary of the Salmon River a short 
distance from the dirt boat ramp. We witnessed three 
men in a boat snagging for salmon (it is legal) and they 
took 6 in twenty minutes. 

Now back to the continuance of the first paragraph; 
this was the last day of our visit. The previous morning, 
fishing 90 feet of water, Mark, Lance and I had on fish 
so heavy that we couldn't budge them. My lure pulled 
loose, Mark lost his tackle and Lance did likewise. We 
hooked the fish at 50 feet depth in 90 feet of water. It 
was scary in a way to have a fish on the line so big that 
all he did was shake his head and remain in the same 
olaee. If any one of them had decided to take oft on a 
nad dash our tackle was hopelessly inadequate to han¬ 
dle the situation. Later that morning we discussed the 
episode with a professional guide and he did not seem 
surprised or skeptical when we related our experience to 
him. He surmised that we either had on large chinook 
salmon or very large lake trout. I’m inclined to go along 
with the salmon theory. I have caught large lake trout 
and thev did not act in the same manner. 

As we bobbed on the water 5 miles out from shore, we 
did not blip fish lower than 50 feet, and caught perch 
and bass regularlv. 1 went out further til the depth 
finder showed 130 feet of water and we still went hitless. 
Later on in the day we found out that the temperature 
of the water at 90’ was 72 degrees. 

We hung up the fishing at 1:30 p.m. The sky was clear 
blue and the wind was picking up. Unknown to us, the 
wind increased tremendously and two 16 foot boats 
were capsized and several were driven in against the 
rocks. The boys talked with a fisherman that had a 20 
footer and he had two waves dump down over the bow 
into his boat. He was scared. Claimed that nothing like 
that had ever happened when he was fishing the ocean. 
It was amazng. To have a wind that strong without war¬ 
ning clouds, the sky was clear. ^ 

From our experience, I would predict that the last 
week of September should be the right time to go alter 
the larse fish. The thermocline should be in the ^hallows 
bv that'time. If you are planning to go. give the Pineville

Lunar Migration Program 
Set For Laughing Brook 

Massachusetts Audubon Society’s Laughing Brook 
Education Center in Hampden is holding a special even¬ 
ing program on Wednesday, September 24 for adults in¬ 
terested in learning more about birds. The night progam 
is held in conjunction with this month’s full moon and 
will deal with the phenomenon of “Lunar Migration.” 

Audubon staff members and ornithologist Helen 
Bates will lead discussions and a watch for birds. By us¬ 
ing binoculars and low power telescopes the face of the 
full moon provides a bright and exciting backdrop for 
viewing. At various intervals the silhouttes of migrating 
birds stand out obviously. Though individual species are 
not identifiable, different types of birds can be noted 
such as herons, thrushes and others.
